Ae I was asked for my impressions of the concentration camps, whether

I gained the inpressiion thet they vere exter ination canpse 
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I had to say tjat this impression could not arise. I did not mean to say 
that the concentration camps were sanitoria or a paradise for the prisoners, 
If they had been that, iy investigations would have been senseless, 

Through these investigations I gained insight into the bad side of 
the concentration campse The concentration camps were establishments which, 
from a false principle had to give rise to crimes. When I speak of the 
principle, I mean the following . The prisoner was sent to the concentratic 
camp through the RSHA. A political agency decided about his freedom, and 
its decision was final, The prisoner was put in a position of having no 
legal rights, Once in the connentration campy it was almost impossible to 
regain his freedome 4“lthough, at regular intervals, the cases were reviewed 
the procedure was so complicated that aside from exceptional cases the 
majority were not affected. The camp, the RSA, and the agency which had 
assigned the individual to the camp had to agree to his release, Only if 


these three agencies reached agreement could release be effected- 
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Not only the reason for the arrest was considered, but through an ord 
of the SS Obergru»penfuehrer Pohl, the procyction side was also important: 
if a prisoner was needed in the camp because he was good, even though all 
conditions for release existed, he could not be released, The concentratio: 
camps were surrounded by a sphere of secrecy. The prisoner could not have 
any .free contact with the public, 

MR, DODD} Mre President, we do not have the first responsibility, 
of course, for this defenses But I have discussed with lire Elwyn Jones 
ity objection, and he finds no fault with it. It scons to me that what we 
are hearing here is a lecture on the prosecution's case, and I do not see 
how it in any sense can be said to be snse of the SS. 

THs PRESIDENT: Dre Pelcknann. the Tribunal thinks thet the latter 
part of the evidence does not have much bearing on the case of the SS, 
They think it wovld be better that you should get on with the case for the 
SSe 

DR. FELCKVANN: The case against the SS is essentially based on the a; 
sertion that the SS as a whole is responsible for the concentration Camps. 
I am endeavoring to explain the concentration camp System fron the ground 
up vith all questions which have not yet been explained, to find out 
the truth. And I believe that it is necessary for the Tribunal to know 
tais truth in order to be able to judge whether the ch ree that the SS 
as a whole is responsible for the atrocities and the mass exterminations in

“ite PELCKMANNs From all the testimony of witnesses which I have 
brought out here on this point, it will be shcwn that the concentration 
camp system was a closed systems 
HS PRESIDENT: Go on with your casee You are to go on with your 


case, and not argue with mee 
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Bi DR. PELCKMANN: 

Q. Witness, what were the further negative obsersztions which you made ? 
Please be brief, as the Court wishes, 

Ae The prisoner could not contact the public freely, and so his obser- 
vations wers not made known to the public, In effect, he was subordinate 
to the power of the campe This meants that he had to fear that at any 
time crimes could se committed against hime I do not have this impression 
from these facts, from which I could not gain the impression that their 
purpose was to produce a system of crimes; but, of necessity, individual 
crimes had to arise from all these circumstances. 

Qe witness, the events of the atrocities and the mass exterminations in 

e. 
the concentration camps are precisely what was charged against tho SS. Fle 
describe how these crimes are to be divided into three categories, and what 
that has to do with the total planning of the SS. According to your infor- 
mation, I distinguish between atrocities caused b; conditions beyond contro; 
atrocities caused by supreme orders, and atrocities caused by individual 
criminal acts, 

A, A large majority of the horrible conditions in some concentration 
camps at times did not arise from planning, but develop from circumstance 
which I must call evil, but for which the local camp leaders were not res- 
ponsibles I am thinking of the outbreak of epidemics. At irregular inter- 
vals many ¢oncentration camps became victims of typhus, caused especially 
by th. arrival of prisoners from the Southeastern areae Although every- 
thing humanly possible was done to preveht these epidemics and to combat 
them, the death rate which resulted was sometimes extremely niche 

| Another dvil, was the irregularity in the assignment of prisoners, 
Many camps were overcrowdede Long transport lines were closed by air-raids 
and the prisoners arrived in a weakened cbndition, Towards the end of the 
war, there was a general collapse of the transportation systeme Deliveries 
could not be carried out to the necessary extent; chemical and pharnaceu- 
tical factories h d been bombede There was a lack of medical care, And 
as a result of the evacuaticns from the Last, the camps, of necessity, had 


to be overcrowded. 
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Qe hat is enough on this point, Will ycu go on to $he second point, 
please ? 

Ae As supreme orders were considered in the mass extermination of human 
beings which I have described, not in the concentraticn camps but in separa’ 
extermination places, execution orders of the RSHA against individuals and 
groups of persons also existed, 

Qe Will you go on to the third point, please ? 

Ae The third point was the majority of individual crimes == 
THE PRESIDENT: Which is the witness kin: about when he 

extermination camps ? 

Which are you talking about ? which do 1 call extermination camps ؟‎ 
BY DR. IELOEANN: 

Qe  Plcase answer the question, witness. 

Ey extermination camps I mean those which dealt exclusively with 
the purpose of the oxterminstion of human beings with the use of techihical 
means, such as fase 

Which were they 7 

THE WITNESS: Yesterday I described the four plans of the Criminal 
Commission, WIRT, and referred to the camp Auschwitz, By "Extermination 
Camp Auschwitz" I did not mean the concentration campe It did not exist 
there, But I meant a separate extermination camp near Auschwitz, 

THE PRESIDENT: What were the other ones ? 

THE WITNESS: I do not know of any other extermination campse 
BY DR. FELOXMANNa 

Qo You were speaking of atrocities on the basis of individual acts of a 
criminal nature, 

Ae One must distinguish between the perpetrators, To begin with, there 
were killings by one prisoner of another, for example, for purposes cf re- 
vengee If a prisoner had broken out, then Curing the scarch, becausc one 
did not know where the prisoner was hiding -- perhaps in the camp ttself == 


the whole camp had to line up on the parade grounds, at lasted for hours, 
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and sometimes a whole day, The prisoners were tired and hungry, and this 
long standing, sometimes in the cold or rain, excited them very much, so 
that when the prisoner was recaptured the other prisoners sometimes killed 
him out of motives of revenge, 

There were many cases in which prisoners had the impression that one 
of them was spys In self-defense an attempt was made to kill this prisone. 
There were cases in which individual wisoners were weak and could not work 
very well, and, in addition, either by bad conduct or by stealing bread cr 
by other things. aroused the anger of other prisoners, 

If one considers that a large part cf the ;riscnors were professional 
criminals, he ern understand that these people led low prisoners, 


This was dons in many ways, 
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Q I don't think you need explain that at the moment. Perhaps we may come 
back to it. But will you describe another type of perpetrator? 

A Now I speak of killings committed by members of the camp against prisone 
especially by the Kapos. I could describe the case of the commandant of the 
concentration camp Buchenwald, who was tried and executed, Koch, /. prisonor was 
sent to the concentration camp Bucho- .41d who was a Party member. Ho received 
the position of leader of a Corps. F misusdd this position to force Foligh 


household employees to comit perverse actions with him with a threat of dismissa 


although he himself was suffering with syphilis. This man was given a long 


imprisnnont sentence and after that was assingned to the concentration camp, 
Koch found his files, considered the Sentence mistaken, and thought it necessary 
to correct an orror of justice. He had this prisoner killed, Another case of a 
entircly different sort: Koch believe“ that a c.rtain Jewish prisoner, who was 
conspicuous because of his physical marks, was following him, In the superstiti- 
ous fear of bad lick, he one "ay cave instructions to have this prisoner killed. 
Another case: Koch belicved that criminal activity, or cortain personal relation. 
Ships, were known to souc prisoners. In ord.r to protect himself, he hac them 
killed, 

Q «hat was the Possibility of this killings and could the other inmates of 
the camp know about them? 

4 That was very simple. the pris-ners in question were held up, without 
civing reasons, and had to ropcrt to ratoes of the camp. That was not especially 
noticeable because almost every hour prisoners were called for questioning for 
removal to other camps and so forthe These prisnoners, without the other prison- 
ers knowing ob ut it, camo to thc so-called Kommandantur prison, which was out- 
Side the camp. They stayed there a fow SYS, sometimes one or two weeks, and then 
the prison manmager had thon killed, sometimes in the form of a sham innoculation: 
actually, they w. ro given an injection of Phenol into the arteries., another pos- 
sibility of socrot killin: was the assignment to tho hospital. the doctor said 
a màn necded treatment. after sometime he was put into a Sinele room and was 
killed there. In all these cases the record showed that the prisoner had died 
of such and such a narmal illness. 4ánc.aor caso: the prisoner was assigned to a 


detail of hard Work, -enorally the so-c^llod "Quarry detail", Tho Kapo of this 
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detail was told to make the life of the prisoner hard by making his work harder 
and persecuting him in all wayse Thon one day the prisoner, in order to escape 
this persecution, runs away ond has to be shot by the guard whether he wants to 
or note These various forms of killing varied from case to case. By that very fac 
they were so unrecognizable because it took placc in secret places by various 
methods at various times, This commandant who did this, like Kock here, had to r 
rely on certain special men in key positions,such as the doctors here who wes 
arrested, the man in charge of the prison who was also arrested, the man in 
charge of the prison who was also arr-stod and committed suicide, and with the 
aid of Kapos who were devoted to him and who would cooperate with him. “here this 
coopération was not possible, such excesses and crimes could not occur, 

Q Di4 you fin? such cases and

old camps the personnel in key positions was chanced so that new people came in, 
this cooperation coul2 no loner take lace.

possible for their prisoners. I met doctors whose every effort was to help sick 
prisoners an? prevent further sickness, 

© we will go back to the mass extcrminations, one موده‎ of which you describ- 
ed. You spoko of Kriminalkomuissar irt. who was not a member of the SS and who se 
staff did not consist of 55 mene "hy was Wirt ziven the assignment? 

4 Wirt was Kriminalkomissar With ‘he Criminal Police in Stuttgarte Ho was 
a Kommissar to investirate capital eri- -, particularly murder, He had quite a 
reputation in tracing clues, and before the scizure of power he was knar n to the 
gencral public fo unscrupulous methods of investigation which even led to a 
discussion in the Wuorthomberg Landta- (Diet), this màn was now use? in order to 
cover up the traces of these mass ki.Jings, It was thought that, on the basis of 
his previous experience, this man was unscrupulous enough to warry them out, and

Q lou mentioned the Jewish prisoners who aidod in the killings, hat became

A Wirt told me that at the end of the actions he had these prisoners shot 
and the profits which he had let then have was taken away from them again, He 
did not do this all at once but through the deception manucver already describe 
by taking individuals ang groups gradually, Segregating them and killing them 
individually, 

“id you hear from wirt the name Hoess? 

Tes. Wirt called him an untalented student.

In contrast to Wirt, Hooss used entirely different methods. I would best

TTS “ITNESS: Yesterday I spoke only of Lublin am ‘irt. I said I received 


information about Hoess and wanted to get into the camp and needed a reason, I 


found this reason very soon. The Frotectorate Police haa heard about the 8517111 جع‎ 


lingof gold in the Frotoctoratc, The traces led to Berlin. The customs agency, 
Berlin-Branenburg, had discov.red pov-ons in thc concentration camp Auschwitz 
were responsible.

mente The prisoners arrived in closed, railroad transports and were unloaded 
there by Jewish prisoners, Then they were sorted out according to those 
capable or incapable of working, and here the methods cf Hoess and Wi 
diffcorede The selection of those incapable of all work was dene ina 
fairly simple way. There were several trucks and the doctor told the 
arrivals to use the trucks, He said that only six old persons and women 
with children, were allowed to usc them. Thescpersons went to the trans- 
ports and then they needed only to tell the ;risoners th at they wero not 
being sent to destructione These trucks dreve cff but the did not drive 
to the concentration camp Auschwitz, but in another direction to the 
extermination camp Monowitz which was د‎ few kilometers away. This extermina- 
tion camp consisted of a number of crematoriums. They were not recognizable 
as such from the outside.  Thév could be considered large bathing establ- 
ishmentse This was told to the prisoner, Each crematorium was surrounded 
by a barbed wire fence and was guarded by the Jewish details which I have 
already mentioned. The prisoners wore led into a biz room and told to take 
their clothing off. Then this was done ess. 
Q Is that not what ycu described yesterday 
Very well. 
What precautions were taken to keep these things secret, absolutely 
secret? 
The prisoners wh. marched to the econcentr-ticn camp had no way of 
knowing where the other prisoners were being taken or that they were being 
taken to the extermination camp Monowitz which was far from the camp of 


Auschwitz e

Ae On the basis of this knowledge, I realized that here something hac to 
be done, A stop had to be put to this acticn, Hitler had to be induced to 
withdraw his orders, Under the circumstances, this could be done only by 
Himmler as Minister of the Interior and Minister of the Folice. I therefore 
endeavored and thought at the time to approach Himmler throug h the heads 
of the departments an? through the effects of this system, make it clear 
to him, that throuch these methods the state was being lec to destruction, 

I approached my immediate superior, the head cf the Criminal Police, 

SS Obergruppenfuehrer Nebes then I turned to the head cf the SS, Ober- 
gruppenfuehrer Breithaupte I also approached Kaltenbrunner, Gruppenfuchrer 
Mueller of the Gestapo, Gruppenfuehrer Fohl of the WVHA, and the SS Reich- 
Sarat, Dre Grawitz, but aside from this necessity of taking steps, I saw 

a practical way open to me by way of justices that is, to have the spies

On the basis cf the trials, in 
Weimar against Koch and Grabnery this problem became acute and these problem: 
were officially asked 6f the RSHA, as I had foreseen, For this purpose 
a judge was sent, who hac the assignment to investizate in all sections of 
the RSHA, to see whether such orders were in existences As I heard, , the 
result was negative, Thereupon, an attempt was made to take steps against 
Hoess and another but in the meantime, suschwitz was occupied -- the judge 
who had been sent there had to stop his investi aticns and in January 1945 
complete disorganization arose which made further prosecution impossible, 
If I may go back, the immediate effects of the judicial investiaction 
were that in all concentration camps the killing of prisoners by so called 
"Euthanasia" stopped immediately, becausc no doctor could feel sure that 
he would not be arrested on the next day. 
Buchenwsjd was potent in the minds of all, I am ccnvinced that through this 
procecure the lives of thousands of prisoners were saved. The killing 
system itself was severely shaken; but it is noteworthy that shortly 
after I first approached Kriminalkommissar Wirt. on my second visit to 
Lublin, I cid not find him theres. I learned that in the meantime Wirt 
had received orders to destroy all his extermination camps. He had sone 
to Istria in the Dalmatian Peninsula, and was guarding streets there, Wn 
May 194) he was killec. When I heard that Wirt anc his command had left 
Lublin I flew there in order to fin? out whether he was meroly transferring
